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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (if known) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

Originally a rather small one-and-a-half story house with gable

roof and on basement-height brick supports. Built probably by

William Jenkins between 1735 and 1760.

The exterior was extensively altered in the first half of the

nineteenth century by addition of a porch with Tuscan columns

at front and engaged columns at rear; porch covered by a pediment

with keystoned fanlight; two front dormers; Palladian front door
original 

with keystoned fanlight; /./ boarding between brick supports to

form basement, later replaced by open header brickwork. 

Twentieth century additions in rear are: large dormer for bathroom, 

modern kitchen, porch, small room. Open header brick work to re­ 

place exterior planking which formed basement. 

Original floor plan seems to have been unaltered. First floor 

has central hallway or "breeze-way" with two rooms to either side. 

Wainscoting, reaching to four feet from floor level, is of wood 

ornamented with raised strips in a crenelated pattern. Ceiling 

molding is dentilated. Mantels are of one piece and simple.

Central hall altered only by addition of wooden Adam arch in the

center of the hall near the ceiling. Up stairs consists of one

room to each side of original stairs. ,
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STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

Probably the oldest house on the island, it predates the 

Revolutionary Period (1735-1760) and has a floor plan 

indicative of that era.

The house reflects architectural trends in the three 

centuries of its existence: basic pre-fjevolutionary country 

house design; nineteenth century Greek Revival with 

touches of Adamesque, as in the symmetry of slender windows 

to each side of the front doorway; twentieth century 

additions of a modern kitchen , bathrooms, central air- 

conditioning and heating.

Each addition has been tastefully done and illustrates 

the adaptability of the home to each new generation's 

life style.
